In fact, the count and countess intimate a 
desire to prove that certain mirrors bought 
for a large sum are not genuine antiques. 

Probably the strongest point in their alfi- 
davit is the allegation that their indebted- 
ness to Wertheimer for goods actually sup- 
lied does not and never did amount to 

5,000. They claim that $120,000 of this big 
sum is accrued interest, for which they dis- 
claim all responsibility. 

The Countess Anna sets up as another 
and distinct reason why the injunction 
should be vacated the declaration that 
Wertheimer retains in his possession art 
objects belonging to her which she values 
at from $300,000 to $400,000 and that she is 
about to bring suit to recover this amount. 

As a final point the Castellanes allege 
that they have property in France worth 
more than three times the amount of 
Wertheimer’s and all allied claims and that 
they are amply able to satisfy them. 

The count and countess, therefore, suppli- 
cate the Supreme Court of the city and 
county of New York not to impose any in- 
junction on the continued reguiar payment 
of their income from the estate of Jay 
Gould.

The people of St. Louis by an overwhelming majcfity of 8 to 
voted to issue bonds to the amount of $5,000,000 for the 
Fair. 

The only obstacle to the opening of the practical work of 
building the Fair is the failure of St. Louis to complete the 
stock subscriptions of $5,000,000. 

The United States government awaits the news of the com- 
pletion of the fund before inviting foreign nations to partici- 
pate. 

Congress waits upon the completion of the St. Louis fund 
to pass the bill completing the appropriation of $5,000,000 and 
providing for government buildings and exhibits. 

In Wednesday’s Post-Dispatch a dispatch from New Or- 
leans stated .that the Southern Industrial Convention, ac- 
cepting the good faith of St. Louis, had adopted a resolu- 
tion approving the World’s Fair and recommending liberal] 
appropriations by the Southern States for State exhibits. 

Ought not the logic of events, the votes of Congress, the 
people of Missouri and the people of St. Louis to be taken 
by every loyal St. Louisan, regardless of past opinion, as 
determinative of the obligation, duty and opportunity of St. 
Louis? Ought not every St. Louisan, no matter what his 
personal conviction,. to co-operate now to vindicate the honor 
and character of St. Louis?

JESSIE MORRISON 
BREAKING DOWN 


Fainted After Leaving Court 
Wednesday Night. 


TRIAL MAY NOT. CONCLUDE 
piiiabiren APPEARED PALE AND 
WEAK THURSDAY. 


The State Rests Its Side of the Case 
and the Defense Begins Introduc- 
tion of Testimony. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ELDORADO, Kan., Dec. 6.—Jessie Morri- 
son's physical condition may make it neces- 
sary to ask a continuance of her trial for 
the murder of Mrs. Castle. Today Judge 
Redden, her leading counsel, said that it 
was not at all certain that the prisoner 
would be able to hold up under the strain. 
“Last night,”’ said she, “she was feeling 
very badly. I do not know what may hap- 


pen.’’ 

Miss Morrison fainted last night as she 
reached her cell after a trying day in the 
courtroom. She had revived somewhat this 
morning and was more cheerful, but w45 
pale and weak. She had received a cluster 
of roses by express from an admirer. She 
seemed happy over the flowers and wore 
them into court. Judge Redden called upon 
his client this morning and escorted het 
from the jail to the courtroom. 

Cart. Waters, who is leading for the pros- 
ecut @1, is quoted as saying he had expect- 
ed that a continuance would be asked by 
the defense. ‘ 

“Tt is plain,” said he, ‘‘that she is getting 
weaker, and it is no wonder. It would not 
surprise me to have presented at any time 
a physician's certificate to the effect that 
Jessie Marrison could not go on with the 
trial.’’ 

Such a continuance would postpone the 
trial indefinitely and make necessary the 
selection of a new jury and a rehearing of 
all evidence. It is doubtful if another set 
of 12 men who have not formed an opinion 
on the case could be found in the county. 


The Prosecution 
Has Closed. 

The state this morning closed its side of 
the case and the defense put its first wit- 
ness on the stand. The last witness for the 
prosecution was Dr. Fullinwider, one of 


the physicians who attended Mrs. Castle. 
He repeated the testimony concerning the 
manner in which the dying statement was 
made. Then Prosecutor Brumback read to 
the jury the dying declaration as abridged 
by the court. He read with great delibera- 
tion, putting emphasis on each teliing sen- 
tence, and the jury followed him closely. 

The defense say they propose to show that 
Mrs. Castle called Jessie Morrison into her 
house and began a quarrel. They have a 
witness to prove this, they say, and Miss 
Morrison's own testimony when she goes 
on the stand will, it is declared, make con- 
vincing the testimsony of the witnesses ,for 
the defense who have preceded her. 

It is announced that the defense has lo- 
cated the canvasser, A. J. Morgan, who 
called at the Castle home on the morning 
of June 22, the date of the tragedy, and 
will have him here to testify. 

The defendant hopes to prove by his tes- 
timony that Clara Wiley Castle called Jes- 
sie into her house. This would add an air 
of probability to the allegation that after 
the altercation between the two, Mrs. Cas- 
tle attacked Jessie Morrison and the lat- 
ter defended herself with such terrible re- 
sults. The defendant has an affidavit of 
M. A. Sadler, a farmer, who alleged that 
a canvasser, Morgan, told him that Clara 
Castle called Jessie into her house on June 


Evidence on Which 
the Defense Relies. 

The defense has five witnesses to con- 
tradiet the evidence given by Olin Castle, 
to the effect that at 11 o'clock on the night 
of June 11, Jessie Morrison met him ow 


the street near his home and wanted him, 
to go to a dark place where she said sh: 
wanted to talk to him. These witnesses 
will syear that Jessie was not there at all 
that night, and that she was spending the 
night with friends in another part of town 
It is also given out that the defense has 
a Witness by whom it expects to prove 
Clara Wiley's jealousy of Jessie Morrison's 
attentions toward Olin Castle. It is said 
that she employed a wdéman named Pugh 
to watch the actions of the defendant and 
young Castle, before his marriage, and this 
woman will testify to a number of tin 
that have not thus far been brought out tn 
the examination.

or politics. Nothing has transpired in recent 
years which has called for a change. of our 
declared policy upon this question: on the 
contrary, every evidence tends to confirm us 
in this conviction; for, even if it were not a 
matter of principle, self preservation would 
prompt the workers to organize intelligent- 
ly and to make common cause. In making 
the declaration we have we do not neces- 
sarily proclaim social barriers existing be- 
tween the blacks and whites could be felled
